Japs Stab Anew 


Out of Jungles 
At India Base 


NEW DELHI, March 27.—(?)-— 
Lieutenant General Joseph W, 
Stilwell’s Americans and Chiriese, 
using grenades and bayonets to 
wipe out Japanese suicide squads, 
were closing in on an encircled 
force in the Mogaung valley of 
northern Burma today, as a new 
threat to Allied life lines develop- 
ed from the enemy’s tank-support- 
ed invasion of India. 

A fourth Japanese spearhead, 
striking from the cover of the 
Somra tracts, densest jungle of the 
border area, was moving steadily 
toward Kohima, 60 miles north of 
Imphal, a communique from Ad- 
miral Lord Louis Mountbatten’s 
Southeast Asia headquarters an- 
nounced. Across the Naga hillg 
from Kohima lies the Bengal-As- 
sam railway in the Brahmaputra 
valley. 

Three other Japanese spear- 
heads striking at Imphal in the 
Manipur valley apperently had 
come to a dead end. 

CRASH JAP ROADBLOCK 

The communique said a Japa- 
nese roadblock across the route 
from Tiddim on the southern ap- 
proach to Imphal had been elimi- 
nated and heavy enemy casualties 
inflicted. Several Japanese tanks 
were knocked out in the battle. 
No major action was reported on 
the southeastern approach from 
Tamu, while in the Ukhrul area, 
32 miles northeast of Imphal, the 
Japanese were being contained 
after severe fighting in which they 
lost heavily. 

On the Arakan front, 300 miles 
to the south, British troops con- 
tinued to move ahead slowly in a 
highly confused situation around 
the tunnels on the Buthedaung- 
Maungdaw road 50 miles north of 
Akyab. 

General Stilwell’s forces were 
now 10 road miles deep in the Mo- 
gaung valley and only about four 
miles north of Shaduzup after 
forcing a crossing of the Hkang- 
‘law Hka (river). The enemy was 
| compressed between the river and 

Shaduzup which Chinese and 
American Marauders of Brigadier 
General Frank Merrill already 
neld. 

60 MILES FROM MOGAUNG 

This force was now about 60 
road miles from Mogaung and 90 
from Myitkyina, chief Japanese 
base north of the Burma road.

WITH THE FIFTH ARMY ON THE CAS- 
SINO FRONT, March 27.—(#)—The current Al- 
lied failure at Cassino is blunt proof that air 
power alone—no matter in what strength—can- 
not defeat a determined enemy on a battlefield. 

Bombers may wreck cities, smash industries, 
slow up communications, and kill and terrorize 
civilians, perhaps to a point where the country 
can be brought to defeat. In the case of Ger- 
many, this is yet to be proved. 

But bombers cannot beat good infantrymen. 
When the will to resist is strong, as at Cassino, 
ground troops in good position can withstand 
anything planes can drop on them and hold 
their ground. They may have to run into holes 
like rats when the bombs come, but after the 
bombs, they can emerge and fight again. 


4-Hour Deluge on Cassino 


On March 15, 500 bombers pounded Cassino 
and returned again and again to the target with

When 
hand grenades failed to dislodge him, tanks 
were run over his position but this did not 
silence the sniper.

(Incidents of this type 
have occasionally happened before in terrain 
where opposing lines were both close and hard 
to define.) 

All observers agree, however, that the B-26 
Marauders gave a performance of precision 
bombing which stood out for its excellence.

WASHINGTON, March 27.—(4)—Food rationing became simpler 
for everybody today ‘as the Office of Price Administration removed 
the expiration dates from all red and blue ration coupons. 

OPA said the move was done to cut the clerical and shopping 
problems of food rationing “down to a minimum of nuisance and 
trouble.” 

Not mentioned by the official] announcement was another factor 
reported in several cities—the tendency of housewives to cash in 
their stamps, just before expira- 
tion, for token which do not ex- 
pire. 

OPA’s nation-wide action was 
announced first Sunday by the 
agency’s regional office at Dallas, 
Texas, while OPA headquarters 
here insisted the change still was 
under consideration. Dallas re- 
ported tokens were rapidly going 
out of circulation and into house- 
wives’ pocketbooks. 

An OPA spokesman here said, 
however, that the change was “not 
a panic action” prompted by token 
hoarding, but part of OPA’s broad 
program to simplify rationing for 
the country’s 600,000 food retail- 
ers and 40,000,000 housewives. Ex- 
piration dates were removed earli- 
er from shoe coupons and sugar 
stamps. 

There will be no change in the 
rate at which stamps become val- 
id: three red stamps for meat and 
fats will become valid every sec- 
ond Sunday, and five blue stamps 
for canned foods on the first of 
every month. Each stamp is worth 
10 points.

Exiles Instruct 
Polish Patriots 


| NEW YORK, March 27.—(2)—| 
The Polish Telegraphic Agency 
said today that Polish wunder- 
ground leaders, acting on instruc- 
tions from the Polish government 
in London, have ordered all their 
underground army commanders to 
establish contact with the Red 
army and co-ordinate military op- 
erations against the Germans.

Bell, pointing out that he lived in Detroit and was a follower 
of Cobb, stressed that the Georgia Peach had never hit more than 
12 home runs in any season. 

Stambaugh noted that Bell closed his letter with “des- 
tination Tokyo” and did not care to enter into a controversy. 
He simply invited to write Dale Stafford (Detroit Free 
Press) and ascertain the facts. 

Well. Bell contacted the San Francisco Chronicle, instead. Ty 
Cobb lives in the vicinity now. He has a place in the country 
near ‘Frisco. Well, Bell called the sports department of the Chron- 
icle. Then he sat down and penned a letter to this department: 


“Dear Mr. Troy: 
“We may have to eat many things we haven't eaten be- 


fore—ere this war is won. Right now I’m eating crow. 
Yessir! The sports department of the San Francisco Chron- 
icle informs me “Ty Cobb really hit five home runs in two 
days, and that is one four-bagger record Ruth and Gehrig 


overlooked. 

“It just doesn’t seem possible with Lou having hit four 
in one game. 

“My apologies to that Stambaugh fellow (know I spelled 
it right for we have a town in our state named Stambaugh, 
Michigan). 

“So—eating crow—but not crowing. 

“PRIVATE M. A. BELL.” 


So ends another popular baseball dispute. 

Cobb told Stambaugh, as Stambaugh drove him to the train in 
Cleveland in 1925, that he was going out and try his skill at hit- 
ting home runs in the series at St. Louis. He figured he could 
do it. So, in five times at bat in consecutive games, Cobb slammed 
five homers and three doubles in nine times at bat!

But he didn't really say it, later develop- 
ments proved. 

Brown takes rank as one of the country’s leading coaches. He 
soon will be in the Navy but will name his own successor at Ohio 
State. 

Ohio State disregarded records and played football, using 
civilian students, in a fast league last season. Coach Brown 
considered that the football training was good for youths 
soon to be called into service.

have always liked him. I think he 
is a good judge.” 

This has happened four times, 
so far—at Ringgold, Chatsworth, 
Calhoun and Trenton, the last 
being the seat of Judge Town- 
send’s own county—the free state 
of Dade, a Georgia county which 
cannot be entered by an avcrage 
Georgia citizen unless he travels 
around Lookout mountain into 
Tennessee and then back into 
Georgia. Dade county is squeezed 
in by the mountains and the state 
lines of Tennessee and Alabama 
far up in the northwest corner of 
the state. It sits apart, merely 
tolerating its political attachment 
to the rest of the Empire State. 


Judge Townsend, however, loves 
good old Georgia. 

For some years he has been a 

political power 

of a great deal 


of consequence 
in north west! 
Georgia. He -is 
strongly en- 
trenched in all

that embrace 
the Cherokee 
circuit — Date, 
Catoosa, Whit 

field — where 
his opponent 
lives —Murray, 
Gordon and 
Bartow.

Judge Townsend. judgeship with- 
‘in the last year by Governor Ar- 
nall. He succeeded Judge John C. 
Mitchell, who resigned. 

Outstanding issue in this contest 
of two friendly enemies is: Who is 
running against whom? 

Judge Townsend says: 

“I’ve only one opponent in this 
race and [I'll carry his home 
county.” 

Attorney Dalton says: 

“Judge Townsend is running 
against me. I’m not running 
against him.” 

The novel situation of a man 
out of office insisting he is not 
running against the incumbent is 
explained by Dalton: 

“I announced for this judgeship 
a year ago, before Judge Mitchel] 
left office. I feel now that I can 
only carry out my promise to my 
friends and myself—lI’ll run! So, 
Judge Townsend, who has been 
appointed since I first announced 
my intention of seeking the judge- 
ship in this primary, actually is 
running against me.” 

Judge Townsend is red-haired. 
So is Dalton. 

So, there it stands, Dalton not 
to be swerved Or eased out of the 
race he promised his friends and 
neighbors he would make. 

His argument for wanting to be 
a judge? 

“I don’t like the way courts are 
being handled today. They have 
attempted to streamline the courts 
by omitting the proper charges to 
the grand jury. Judge Townsend 
doesn’t do this. Judge Townsend 
actually has delivered some worth- 
while charges to the grand juries. 
But, it’s the general system in all 
modern courts I oppose. 

“I don’t believe it is the duty 
of the solicitor to usurp the power 
of the grand juries. I don’t be- 
lieve solicitors should use grand 
juries for the purpose of putting 
across the private political wars 
of the solicitor. The preparation 
of indictments is all right. I see 
nothing wrong with that, but I 
don’t like the way some judges 
charge the grand juries- and I 
don’t like the way some solicitors 
handle the grand juries.” 

Dalton will stick to those broad 
principles when he clambers up 
atop the stump. 

“I’m not for any New Deal or 
any Old Deal,” he said. “I have 
no organization; no funds to waste 
in a campaign of heavy propor- 
tions. If I did have the funds to 
make a whirlwind fight, I’d feel 
like a traitor spending my money 
that way. That money could be 
used for the Red Cross or it could 
be spent more patriotically in War 
Bonds. I’m not spending any mon- 
ey to prime the hawker.” 

An old telegraph operator, who 
lifted himself out of poverty 
through his own hard work, Dal- 
ton studied law and moved over 
into that field. 

He sat in his law office in Dal- 
ton, puffing at his pipe: 


» “TIT wrote a letter a year ago 


saying I would be a candidate,” 
he comments to anyone who quer- 
ies him. “I stick by my word.” 

So he’s not against Judge Town- 
send. He’s just against the system 
in today’s courts, even if Judge 
Townsend does not uphold or 
practice that system.

MORE LOWBROWS ~ The importance of such a book lies in 
the fact that it will probably be read 
some other books of far greater pretension. 
You know, it doesn’t matter how great a book may be, how erudite 
its author or how important the message it wants to get across, it 
isn't of much moment if it is read only by a scant few. Those few 
may rave over it, but the effect of the book is lost when practically 
nobody reads it. 

It has long been my contention that when a writer of lurid tales, 
the sort that appeal to that great entertainment-secking segment 
of our reading public, can weave into a piece of good, readable 
fiction a lesson worth teaching, that writer is doing far more to 
form public opinion than half a dozen classroom pedants. 

So, to return to “The Delicate Ape.” 

I'll not go imto detail here about the source of the title. It is 
rather involved. 

It is one of those stories, sheer fiction, of course, with action 
supposed to take place at some time in the future. In this book, 
the time is designated as 12 years after the end of the present war. 
The author doesn’t stick her neck out as a prognosticatOr on when 
will end by mentioning any specific year. Just 12 years

We 
have secretaries of War, or of Army and Navy, now. 

There is to be a great conference at the International Peace

THE CHIEF ISSUE = The chief issue to come before that con- 
ference for settlement is an appeal from 

Germany for a relaxation of conditions imposed after her uncon- 

ditional surrender, 

One of those conditions was that Germany should be occupied 
by an papeedyoetame army for 50 years. Germany, watched by that 
army, is not permitted to manufacture anything that could be used 
in war. In fact, the metals she produces, all of them, must be, 
under the terms, shipped out to other countries for manufacture. 

Now Germany is asking the peace conference that the interna- 
tional army be removed. Her delegates want to promise anything. 
They are ready with loud protestations of their reform. They will, 
truly, be good, they vow. 

But there have been some small “incidents” in Africa. “Inci- 
dents” which, it develops, were all German-inspired. They are, 
undoubtedly, intended as the first steps toward a new plunge into 
world war, engineered by a Germany which has learnt nothing. 

The plausible Germans have won over the British, the Russians, 
the Latin Americans and practically all the powers to their point 
of view. Only one man. an American undersecretary, is left to 
fight to maintain an effective method of insuring world peace. 

There is the plot. Use that, with well-drawn characters, as the 
framework and you readily realize how easily it can be a thriller 
of the Oppenheim type. It is. 

But look a little deeper and realize that the forecast of prob- 
able German efforts, say, 12 to 15 years after this war is done, is 
tragically in line with German history, with German character 
and German duplicity, and you see why such a book, undoubtedly 
of wide popular appeal, is important. 

Maybe, and maybe not, the United Nations will decree an in- 
ternational army of occupation to stay in Germany and supervise 
her obedience to the terms of surrender, for 50 years. But it does 
seem like a good idea. 

For Germany will never be a safe and fit 
anyone in the world until the generation of 
and Prussian militaristic braggarts has died out.

Willkie Running Mate 
On Fourth-Term Ticket? 


WASHINGTON, March -27.—Consciously oF 
unconsciously, Mr. Wendell L. Willkie seems te 
have paved the way, in a speech delivered at 

3 Ripon, Wis., the other day, for a development ™m 
the presidential campaign which an increasing number of Demo 
crats are beginning to look upon with favor—his selection as the 
running mate of President Roosevelt on the Democratic ticket. 

Throughout the Ripon speech there was an implied threat of 
revolt against the dominant element in the Republican party as 
it is constituted today. Mr. Willkie spoke with seeming approval 
of two earlier rebellions in the Republican party—one led by liberal 
leaders against the corruption of the Grant administration in 1872, 
and the other by Theodore Roosevelt and his Bull Moase movement 
of 1912, 

Most observers have interpreted the Willkie remarks as hinting 
that it is time to start another rebellion within the GOP as a means 
of cleansing the party of its lingering isolationist elements—the Colo- 
nel McCormacks and the Gerald Nyes, the Vandenbergs and the 
Tafts, together with the outer-fringe barnacles it has accumulated, 
like the Coughlins and the Rev. Gerald Smith, and others of Amer- 
ica First fame, all of whom have taken a narrow nationalistic view 
of the part the United States is to play in world affairs after the war, 

But what could constitute a greater rebellion than for Mr. Will- 
kie to lead his forward-looking forces into the ranks of the Demo- 
cratic party, with whose policies as regards foreign questions he 
disagrees only as to method?

More especially would he be able to succeed in his rebellion if 
the Democrats opened the door of opportunity by inviting him to 
associate himself with Mr. Roosevelt on the Democratic ticket under 
a committement whereby the President would agree to resign after 
the war is won and the problems of peace have been adjusted, there- 
by enabling Mr. Willkie to serve out the remainder of the fourth 
term. 

What Mr. Willkie said at Ripon, the birth place of the Re 
publican party, seems to invite an invitation of that kind from the 
Democratic organization. 

Moreover, it would be more in keeping with the times than any 
other political ticket that could be arranged, built, as it would be, 
upon a foundation of national unity now so sadly lacking in puble 
affairs. 

No trained observer can deny that such a ticket would have all 
the political ingredients necessary to make a clean sweep of the 
election. Willkie, it is variously estimated, would be able to bring 
with him a following equal to some 20 per cent of the Republican 
party, or more than enough to give the ticket a victory comparable 
to the landslide won by Mr. Roosevelt over poor old deluded Alf 
Landon, of Kansas, in the 1936 campaign. 

Unless Mr. Willkie wins a majority of the delegates in the Wis- 
consin preferential primaries of April 4, he will be finished, it 
seems, as a Republican candidate, 

It is by no means certain that he could get the nomination even 
if he made a clean sweep of the Wisconsin contest. The Old Guard 
leadership in the Republican party still regards him as its No. 1 
enemy. The cards have appeared to be stacked against him from 
the start. 

Willkie thinks too much along international lines, as Roosevelt 
does, for him to be acceptable to the dominant group—the Harrison 
Spanglers and other moss-backs of similar ilk. 


OPPORTUNITY FOR DEMOCRATS Here is an opportu- 
nity which the Demo- 


cratic party can ill afford to pass over. It needs new blood in it 
and new ideas the same as the Republican does. Twelve years of 
one administration is a long time. Sixteen would be longer—per- 
haps too long. By introducing Mr. Willkie and his ideas, which 
are not too much at variance with the concepts of the New Deal, 
the promise of a new tenure would be offered. 

It could easily open the way for continued Democratic control 
of the government for another dacade. The contrasting picture is 
a complete void after Roosevelt. No other man stands out in the 
party today who offers the slightest promise of being able to carry 
the election. 

If Willkie should go on the ticket with Roosevelt, and be given 
the opportunity of serving out the postwar remainder of the fourth 
term, it should be easy to elect him to a full term in 1948. And 
in 1952, at the end of his first elected term, he could claim another 
terms on the grounds that he had not served two full terms. 

Unless alll of the present signs fail. Mr. Willkie will be thrown 
out by the Republicans in the convention meeting next June. From 
the standpoint of national unity, the good of the country and the 
good of the party, Democrats could do nothing better than to 
beckon him back to the party fold.
